Named Honorary Member 


S crambled into that booming voice is a 
slow, sonorous drawl revealing “Tex” 
Myers’ roots. The nickname was hung on 
him in the mid-thirties when Tex was in the 
army. He was fresh from New Mexico and 
Texas and Kansas and points mid-country, 
where he attended school and used his 
lanky frame to excel at basketball. 


Tex was stationed at Fort Mason, close to the 
newly-opened Golden Gate Bridge, where he stood 
guard as a Military Policeman. 

“Came to California June 6, 1935,” Tex reads the 
date off a calendar somewhere in his brain. It’s a 
miracle that the calendar is intact considering a life 
filled with motorcycle racing, bulldogging, bronc’ 
riding, boxing, unsolicited automotive stunts and nearly twenty-eight years with the 
Department of Water and Power. 

The image of the tall, lonely, serious-faced soldier, standing on the giant bridge, 
looking out at Alcatraz fits Tex completely. There is the nobility of his Cherokee 
heritage, the fulfillment of having “drunk his youth dry” in those craggy features. 

The motorcycle racer turned pro in 1940. Tex must 
have cut quite a figure as he fishtailed to a dusty stop and 
pulled off his goggles. She probably could have had any 
man. She was that smart, beautiful and talented. Tex rode 
off with Opal’s heart and fifty-one years later, they’re still 
in tandem, riding roughshod over the bumps and chapar- 
ral. “Tex taught me how to ride,” Opal says. She went on 
to win many trophies of her own. 

No one dared to mess with the stone-faced referee. Tex 
officiated in professional motorcross, probably holding up 
one of those big mitts rotating on top of a “big Bertha” 
forearm. 

The smoky voice of N6AHV could be heard for years 
on irascible Bill Bennett’s (W7PHO) “Family Hour.” Tex 
was there when INDEXA became a benevolent power in 
the DX world. He served as president of the Southern 
California DX Club in 1989. His “rumors around the 
bands” was a popular feature of NS6B’s DX net. Tex probably could have used that 
vocal instrument anywhere, but he chose his first love — motorcycles. For fifteen years 
he announced at the Old Timer’s International Motorcross Race. 

The Myers fog horn began to fade when a nasty growth had to be removed from his 
vocal cords. Tex’s parrot carried 
on though, mimicking the drawl 
and in the afterglow of unending 
radiation treatments, the golden 
voice is back. Well, not quite as 
strong or enduring, but unmistak- 
ably the exclusive property of the 
tall cowboy knuckling the D-104. 

There, in front of the “spread” 
built just for them, Opal and Tex 
remember friends who helped 


colorful, highly-detailed 
dolls. 
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over the years, bonds as sturdy as those 
walls, “There was Bob, N6BIC, Gary, 
WBOPSY, Keith, K6LD, lots of them, 
others, too.” 

So, what’s more a measure of a person, 
336 confirmed countries, or the respect 
and dedication of close friends? Tex has 
them both, but the cards mark a mere 
anonymous instant. Friendships can warm 
a lifetime.

Within a minute, Doralee called from Mi- 
ami. It was nearly three in the morning 
there. While Mom rested in her recliner, 
Jackie performed a small experiment. 
Turning the cup handle toward the North, 
and placing the cup within a few inches of 
the telephone produced Herb’s sleepy voice 
from Portland. 

Jackie is a smart fellow. He was the star 
of several TV commercials for DeVry Tech. 
“Smart” does travel along family lines, and 
Jackie’s mother caught on pretty fast. “I 
had to wrestle my own mother for the cup. 
I’m not proud of that,” Jackie confessed.

It takes a lot of money, clout and 
attorneys to get a commercial radio 
license. There have always been 
unlicensed "pirates" and "clandes- 
tine" stations operating from 
homes, offshore boats and other 
colorful locations.

FR those of us who love 
to buy, sell, trade, drool 
over, or just dream about our 
radios and equipment here’s a 
few places to try: The 
newsnet newsgroups are the 
best place to see what some- 
one has for sale or post your own for sale, 
wanted, or info messages. (you'll need a 
newsreader and can get a good one FREE at 
http://www.forteinc.com/) The majority of 
this activity can be found on: 
*rec.radio.swap (this is the main place for 
modern stuff) 
*rec.radio.amateur.boatanchors (what part 
of this don’t you get?) 
*rec.radio.amateur.equipment (lots of dif- 
ferent things are posted here, but still a 
place to check for listings) 


There are also some other sites on the 
web with listings, but rather than send you 
all over the place, let me just give you the 
one site I like the best: 
http://www.fishnet.net/~ko6oy/ 
swapage.htm 

Don’t forget about the packet BBS system. 
Why do I mention this here? Because a 
packet listing is still a good place to buy/ 
sell/trade and I have found that adding your 
email address to any listing usually gets 
more responses. 

Just a few notes about buying and selling 
by remote control. Be careful when looking 
for that rare piece or when the price is al- 
ready cheap enough. Trying to negotiate 
here will probably put you out of the run- 
ning as the seller will have many responses. 
When it comes time to buy you can ask for a 
reference or two from any one else this per- 
son has sold gear to and always get tele- 
phone numbers even if the whole thing is 
done on the internet. See if there are any re- 
turn upon inspection priviledges (not 
common). Payment will usually be re- 
quested to be cashiers check or postal 
money order. Paying with Postal MO will 
get the government involved on a fraud ac- 
tion if the seller doesn’t deliver. You can re-
